Mrs. Roosevelt, who has borne up 
bravely since her husband’s sudden 
death at 4:15 o’clock Monday morning, 
did not leave the house at Sagamore 
Hill, after the brief memorial there. 
This observance consisted merely of 
a few prayers, uttered by the Rev. 
Cl. E. Talmadge.

BALKAN STATES 
FORM LEAGUE TO 
KEEP THE PEACE 


RAISING FLAG IS 
THOUGHT 
INJUDICIOUS!:

Paris, Jan. 8.—The Balkans which 
have be* n considered 
the 
world’s 
greatest 
war 
menace—and 
where 
the spark that started the 
biggest 
war of all time was kindled—have an­ 
ticipated the league of nations by es­ 
tablishment of a similar organization 
This league within a league which 
was organized for the purpose 
of 
eliminating the 
Balkan war 
threat, 
will bo known as the Balkan confed­ 
eration.

Foreign Minister Polit is, head of 
the Greek peace delegations, 
who 
made these facts known today, said 
the confederation would in no way in­ 
terfere with the league of nations. 
He declared it was a necessary ar­ 
rangement for handling the internal 
affairs of their particular corner of 
the world. 
“Greece has reached a complete un­ 
derstanding with the Serbians, Ru­ 
manians, Jugo-Slavs and Czecho-Slo- 
vaks regarding future cooperation in 
the Balkans,” Pol it is said. 
“This will result eventually in per­ 
fection of the

federation, 
which has been a definite Greek pol­ 
icy since 1892 when it was the prin­ 
cipal point in the program for which 
Greece waged its

“Th<‘ confederation’s position ,to-i 
wan! Bulgaria is the same as Presi­ 
dent Wilson’s attitude toward Ger­ 
many. A place uwuits Bulgaria in the 
confederacy when she shows her re­ 
pentance and fitness for it. The rea­ 
sons for Bulgaria’s present exclusion 
are many.”
